Tww elections will be held in 
Sierra Madre within a few weeks. 
To the people of Sierra Madre 
they will be the most important 
of the year. And this is election 
year in which several trips will 
be taken to the polls by all good 
citizens. 

The annual election of a school 
trustee will take place on Friday, 
March 26. The term of Trustee 
J. O. Smith expires this year. 
The holdo ver members of t lie 
board are U. S. Jensen and Mrs. 
Fletcher H. White. 

It is understood Mr. Smith has 
consented to stand for re-election. 
No other candidate has been an¬ 
nounced to date. 

Four City Trustees 

Four places on the board of 
city trusees are to be tilled, as 
well as the office of city treasurer 
at the municipal election to be 
held on Monday, April 12. (This 
election is held on the second 
Monday in April instead of on 
the first Monday as indicated on 
the editorial page.) 

Trustees whose terms expire 
this spring are Chairman Spark .■, 
and Trustees Porter, Bacon and 
Tarr. Trustee Topping is the 
only holdover member, having 
been elected for the full four-year 
term in 1924. 

City Treasurer C. J. Pegler, 
who has held the office for a gen¬ 
eration or so, is finishing a four- 

year term. 

So far the absence of announce- 


, meats on the part of candidates 
lor election or reelection indicates 
an unwonted lack of interest in 
city affairs. At any rate, it shows 
an absence of “burning issues” 
and community strife. There have 
been rumors of the appearance 
of candidates new to Sierra Ma¬ 
lice politics. But so far they are 
only rumors. 

Pay lor City Trustees 

During the pust week a pelition 
has been put in circulation asking 
the trustees to put on the munici¬ 
pal ballot the following question: 

“Shall each member of the 
Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre receive as compen¬ 
sation for bis services as sucli 
member the sum of $5.00 for 
each meeting of said board which 
lie attends, not exceeding one 
meeting in each week?” 

The petition was not prepared 
for certification in the form of an 
ordinance. 

On account of the short time left 
before the election it was under¬ 
stood the Thursday night meeting 
of the trustees was the last op- 
opportunity for the trustees to de¬ 
cide whether or not they would 
order the proposition put on the 
ballot. 

Proposals to pay the city trus¬ 
tees have been broached in the 
past but the only time it w r as 
submitted to vote the proposition 
was defeaed. But that was "be- 
foh dp wah.”

“There is no such thing as a 
super-banker. The man who 
knows his customers and who lives 
S in the midst of their environment 
is infinitely more competent to 
handle their funds than the most 
technically proficient hunker who 
lives in New York, London, Mon¬ 
treal or San Francisco and the 
i right of a non-resident to transfer 
| the funds of one community to 
another, for whatever purpose it 
( may be, whether for the good of 
the bank lie represents or for the 
| good of the community, is one 
which would be bitterly denied 
by any American community when 
they finally understand what Is 
being done. 

"Under the present system of 
community hanks, independent lo¬ 
cal self government anil coordina¬ 
tion is secured through the instru¬ 
mentality of the Federal Reserve 
banks, and the power which is 
exercised to turn money from the 
channels in which it would auto¬ 
matically flow hpcause of some 
general public necessity, is one 
which should he exercised by a i 
person occupying a detached posi-1 
tion and not prejudiced and in 
fluenced solely by the effect that 
such action will have on the divid¬ 
ends of his own institution. * * 

This emergency should not be met 
by a branch bank with only a self 
ish interest to serve but through 
the coordination brought about by 
the officers of a Federal reserve 
bank who represent the public! 
and not a single group. This is j 
the position of the officers of the 
Federal reserve banks, and it is j 
the one which the branch bankers 
who claim to accomplish so much 
good by mobilization and transfer 
of funds from one community to 
another would arrogate to them-! 
selves. 

“ * * When an acute emer¬ 

gency arises in a community it is 
impossible to get prompt and ef¬ 
ficient assistance where the local 
representative is compelled to re¬ 
fer back to the head office in an- I 
other city. Even if the control of j 
the institution were disposed to 
go to extreme lengths to relieve 
an emergency, by the time the 
necessary red tape was unrolled 
the assistance would he too late.” 


The consolidation of newspapers 
to eliminate a duplication of ex¬ 
pense for merchants, an idea 
which is growing in popularity 
throughout the United States, has 
struck Fullerton. The Fullerton 
News, which was established in 
Fullerton 25 years ago and was 
changed to a daily five years ago, 
has been purchased by the Fuller¬ 
ton Tribune, and the merchants 
will now enjoy the benefits of a 
single newspaper as a medium of 
carrying their messages to the 
people of that district. The Trib¬ 
une, owned and published by Ed¬ 
gar Johnson, was established by 
him as a weekly 35 years ago and 
has been published as a daily for 
the past sixteen years. The con¬ 
solidated paper will be known as 
the News-Tribune. The following 
is reported from the announce¬ 
ment carried in the News-Tribune: 

Movement is General 
“For some time Santa Ana and 
Orange have each had only one 
daily. Two or three years ago 
Anaheim had at one time three 
dailies—all operated at a heavy 
loss—today that city has only one 
such publication—all it needs. 


Here is a job for the chamber 
of commerce-—a chance to secure 
the $250,000 home for tlie Order 
of Railway Conductors to be built 
soon. Mark Jackson hands the 
News a clipping from The Ga¬ 
zette, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, where 
the O. K. C. headquarters are lo¬ 
cated, referring to an impending 
visit to the coast by his old friend, 
L. E. Sheppard, president of the 
Order. The Gazette says: 

A decision on the site of the 
$250,000 home for the aged mem¬ 
bers of tiie Order of Railway Con¬ 
ductors will he leached by the 
hoard of directors of the order 
within thirty days, L. E. Shep¬ 
pard, president of the order, said 
yesterday in an interview. 

Mr. Sheppard has just returned 
from a tour of the south with 
directors and officers of the con¬ 
ductors. They visited thirteen cit¬ 
ies and received from eacli an of¬ 
fer of 100 acres of land or more as 
a site for the home, and in some 
instances an offer of money in ad¬ 
dition. Yesterday Mr. Sheppard 
received an offer of 125 acres from 
Hot Springs, Ark., for the pro¬ 
posed home. 

Thus far all of the cities vis¬ 
ited are in the running, Mr. Shep¬ 
pard said. They are McC’omb City, 
Nachez, Vicksburg, Hattiesburg, 
Meridian, Miss., Montgomery, Au¬ 
gusta, Ala., Bainhridge, Macon, 

Sylvania, Savannah, Ga., Madison 
and Monticello, Fla. 

The tentative plans for the home 
call for a central fire-proof build- 1 
ing surrounded by cottages where 
conductors and their wives can 
live. The home will he established 
in the south because of climatic 

conditions, Mr. Sheppard said. 

How many persons will occupy 
the home is not known at this 
time. There are fifteen in the 

men’s homo at Highland Park, 

and 546 members on the organ¬ 
ization’s relief list. A large num¬ 
ber of the latter will prefer to 
live at the home than on the re- 1 
lief money they now get, Mr. 
Sheppard believes. 

Mr. Sheppard will leave in two 
weeks for a trip to Seattle anil 
other Pacific coast points in the 
interests of the order. He will he 
gone about three weeks.

Two 
afternoon papers were operated 
in Santa Barbara for some time 
at a loss—they consolidated. 

“Porterville had two dailies—a 
year ago they consolidated. Con¬ 
solidations have not only been 
numerous in California during the 
past few years but hundreds of 
daily papers throughout the Unit¬ 
ed States have been either dis¬ 
continued or consolidated with 
other publications. The cost of 
operating a newspaper is now 
more than twice what it was 20 
years ago. 

“Fullerton business men appre¬ 
ciate the fact that there is only 
one daily here and it is believed 
it will he a long time before there 
is room for another daily publica¬ 
tion." 

To which the Puente Journal 
adds the following comment: 

What is true of the daily news¬ 
paper field is also true of the 
smaller towns and newspapers. 
Ten years or so ago an attempt 
was made to establish a second 
newspaper in Puente. For two 
years two newspapers starved, one 
finally going under, the writer, 
then a newcomer, paid off the 
mortgage charges against it and

FIRE SOURCE 


Large gains in tiie number of 
letters from motorists in tiie east 
i inquiring about touring in Cali¬ 
fornia indicate a heavy increase 
1 in transcontinental motoring this 
year, according to reports from 
the touring bureau of the Automo¬ 
bile Club of Southern California. 

A report just issed shows that 
112,173 potential California vis¬ 
itors made inquiries of tiie bureau 
during 1925, and in each instance 
were sent full information regard¬ 
ing routes to take, equipment, and 
what is to lie seen upon arrival. 
In 1924 there were 93,381 such in¬ 
quiries answered, making a gain 
for 1925 of 20 per cent. 

Heavy increases were shown in 
touring bureau activities in other 
lines also. There were 719,575 
telephone calls for information an¬ 
swered by the bureau in 1925, as 
compared witli 583,085 similar 
calls in 1924. Touring information 
was given directly to 1,294,238 
applicants at the counters of the 
headquarters and 30 branch of¬ 
fices of the club, which is a gain 
of approximately 20 per cent over 
the previous year.

He didn’t 
like anything, he didn’t want to 
work, he had too few handicaps, I 
think.

As they Iregan to get one another’s 
viewpoint one man lengthened out his snake 
and the other narrowed up his road and 
they were soon in agreement. 

The average town feud, church quarrel, 
family squabble and even the labor dispute 
could be amicably settled if one party was 
willing to lengthen his snake while the other 
narrowed the road. 

It is not always a sign of strength to 
stand determinedly by a position. Honest 
convictions and pure stubbornness are fre¬ 
quently confused. 

The resilient spirit that wili bend under 
pressure and give under necessity is a very 
useful bit of equipment for the individual 
who must work in the busy world of today. 

Many a friendship could be saved if we 
took time to get the other person’s view¬ 
point. 

The average man is honest if we can 
discover the principle upon which he is bas¬ 
ing his contention. He is reasonable if we 
can get his viewpoint. 

It is seldom the case that a settlement 
of any serious difference can lie hoped for if 
we require a lengthening of the snake with 
no corresponding narrowing of the road.

DO YOU REMEMBER YOUR TABLES? 

H OW many times have you repeated ta¬ 
bles like this: “24 sheets make one 
quire; 20 quires make one ream?” And 
what good did it do you? 

Maybe you went into a business which 
required knowledge of two or three of those 
old-fashioned tables. But if you went into 
the printing business you found that 480 
sheets do not make a ream. Many years 
ago the paper and printing trades adopted 
the more convenient number of 500 sheets 
for ream count. 

Now the government printing office is 
going still further and adopting 1000 sheets 
as the trade unit for paper. This is done 
with the approval of printing and paper 
trade organizations. That practice is bound 
to become universal—making decimal cal¬ 
culation of paper quantities so easy that 
everybody will be wondering why it was not 
done long ago. 

If this change had been adopted as an 
introduction of the metric system it would 
probably have been fought bitterly. There 
seems to be a general fear of the metric sys¬ 
tem as something foreign and difficult.

He writes: “All through 
Tibet the life of these monks has 
appealed to me and filled me with 
delight beyond anything 1 can say. | 
The most delightful thing In all j 
Tibet Is the church music. Fresh j 
young voices, softened by thick, j 
dark draperies along the front of \ 
an open gallery, pour forth their 
wonderful hymns, full of peace and 1 
loVe und longing Between whiles j 
you hear the rumble of thunder of 
the bassoons and the rhythmical 
clash of the cymbals; then the j 
flutes with their shrill melodies and , 
the rolling drums, which echo | 
through the high halls of the tem¬ 
ples. But the singing Is by far the 
most beautiful; It carries one up . 
and away from the troubles of this 
earth.”—Pierre van Paassen, In the j 
Atlanta Constitution.

Examples of disease resulting j 
from particular accidental condl- j 
tlons most frequently found In the 
experiences of the compensation 
commission are accidents to the 
head or spine resulting In epilepsy 
nervous or mental disease, or In¬ 
sanity ; serious fracture or shock 
resulting In traumatic pneumonia; 
severe trauma or severe burns or 
extreme exposure to cold and wet, 
resulting In nephritis; Injuries to 
the eye resulting In cataract, de¬

"The Beggar's Opera" was the 
first musical play presented on the 
American stage. It was written by 
John Gay, and was produced at the 
Nassau Street theater. New York, 
174 years ago, January 14, 1751. A 
large proportion of the 10.000 peo¬ 
ple then comprising the population 
of New York attended tt?e perform¬ 
ance. although there were not a few 
who protested against “the godless 
affair" and threatened "to have the 
law” on It. The Murray and Keene 
company, a band of comedians who 
came to New York from Philadel¬ 
phia, were responsible for the pro 
ductlon. which was a benefit per¬ 
formance for Thomas Keene, who 
personally called on the leading citi¬ 
zens und sold tickets. The per 
formance began at 6 o’clock and 
was over at 8:15. One of the lines 
from this light opera was, "How 
happy could I be with either, were 
t’other dear charmer away."—Chl- 
cugo Jolirnul. 

History of Locks 

The history of civilization could 
be written from a study of Its locks 
and keys, for since the barred gate 
of Eden problems of inclusion nnd 
exclusion have concerned mankind 
Egyptians and Greeks were adepts 
at lock-making; the Spartans 1 
wrought an Improvement of which 
the description is lost.

Legion of Honor Origin 

The Legion of Honor, the famous 
French order, was Instituted by 
Napoleon Bonaparte when he was 
first consul, May 19, 1802. Although 
this order confers honors upon dis¬ 
tinguished civil servants of the 
state und eminent benefactors of 
humanity, It Is provided that three 
fifths of all the medals awarded 
must go to the officers and men of 
the army and navy. During the 
World war thousands of the medals 
of the legion were awarded to sol¬ 
diers and public servunts. There , 
are now five classes, the Grand 
cross being the highest 

Many American and British eltl 
z.ens received the medal of the Le 
glon of Honor, and Immediately' 
after the war It was also conferred 
upon the military leaders of the 
allies of France.

For the 
sake of the merest fragment of be¬ 
lief that there tre still hurmless 
and Innocent things In the world, It 
Is to be hoped that this doughnut 
; story may prove to have been ex¬ 
aggerated.—Exchange.

NURSE SERVICE 
IS ADVOCATED 

To the Editor: 

The Visiting Nurse association 
is an organization which provides 
registered, graduate nurses to give 
skilled nursing 
in their homes, 


care to the sick 
under the super- 
i vision of physicians. When neces¬ 
sary these nurses also give in- 
| struction in home nursing, health¬ 
ful living and sanitation, to the 
homes. 

The association charges one dol¬ 
lar an hour, and offers a three¬ 
fold service in the home, for full 
pay, part pay, or free service. 
Patients give what they can, when 
unable to pay in full, und all re¬ 
ceive the same care, whether free 
or pay patients. 

In an hour a nurse will usually 
give a bath with alcohol rubbing, 
brush the hair, make up the bed 
and put the room in order. She 
remains long enough to carry out 
the doctor’s orders, and to make 
the patient as comfortable as pos¬ 
sible. 

The association cooperates close¬ 
ly with local and state boards of 
health, hoards of education, social 
work agencies, and all health or¬ 
ganizations of town and state. 
The Metropolitan Life insurance 
company refers its clients to it 
and pays for care given to all 
sick among its industrial polic\ 
holders. 

The men and women of the 
eastern states who have supported 
and caried on such an association 
have found in it a true expression
